The Louisville Tobacco Warehouse 
Company has sold 6,500 hogsheads of 
the dark Qrcen river crop of 1905, 
which was stored by the Green river 
branch of the American 8<>clei.v of 
Equity. 

The sale is one of the most. imiKirur 
aut in years and interests the growers 
and tobacco dealers and financip.l in- 
terests generally. 

The owners of the tobacco had jiool- 
ed their interests through the Society 
of Eriuily and stored the tobacco with 
the Louisville Tobacco Warehous Com- 
pany. The banks had loaned money 
on it and a great deal of Iwal capi- 
tal was In this way tied up while 
waiting for the tobacco to be sold. 

The total price that was received for 
the tobacco was about The 

imrchasers came to the terms whlcli 
nud been fixed by the Society of 
K<iully. 

Tne Warehouse Company says that 
the tobacco was sold *o various man- 
ufacturers and oxiioners. and that 
none of it was sold to ihe .\inericaii 
Tobacco Company, (be trust. 

The consignment was a mix'ure of 
leaf, lugs and trash. The leaf brought 
from $10 to llO.iiO, while the lugs and 
trash ranged from $6. .50 to $6.76 per 
hundred. The average would make 
the toial something over $6.50,000, 
with $700,000 as the estimated total. 

An officer of the wareliouse com- 
pany said tnat the sale is one of the 
most remarkable ever made in I..oui8- 
ville. Tlie tobacco has been selling 
on the breaks at from $5.50 to $4 
per hundred. 

The consignment was received about 
a year ago, some of it coming in as 
late as October, 1906, but none of tt 
was disposed of until late in .March, 
1907; so that the demand for this 
grade necessarily made it valuable, 
and the purchasers were willing to 
pay almost any amount for it when 
the Louisville Tobacco Warehouse 
Company dt-cided (o place it on the 
market. 

The effects of the sale, releasing as 
it does hundreds of thousands of cap- 
ital, will be generally felt both in 
Louisville and throughout the Green 
river section.

Louis Henry Foulks, a native of 
Germany, and apiiarently insane, was 
attempting to eat grass in a corn- 
field at Stanley when arrested by 
Deputy Sheriff Winstead Saturday. 

Mr. Winstead was summoned to 
Stanley by telephone message from 
the residents of that place stating 
that an unknown old man was creat- 
ing much excitement by his strange 
actions and had approached several 
of the farm houses in that section 
and pearly frightened tbe women and 
children to death. 

At the county judge’s office 
Foiilks told Mr. Phil R. Zulauf, the 
jeweler, who acted as interpreter, the 
old man being unable_^ to 'speak Eng- 
lish, that Ms home was in Newburg, 
Indiana, but he could not explain bis 
presence at Stanley, or account for 
bis Strang actions. He said that he 
had been without food for several 
days and was starving, which proba- 
bly asccounted for his attempting to 
feed on grass. 

Mr. Zulauf and Dr. J. Glahn, who 
also talked with the old man, said 
that he was highly educated in Ger- 
man, 8i>eaking the language fluently. 
He told them that he was bom in 
Dresden, Saxony, and was seventy- 
four years old and although he had 
been a resident of the United States 
for twenty-five years could not speak 
English at al! 

At times Foulks seemed rational 
and appeared to be highly inoensed 
that he should be arrested and held, 
protesting that he was a law-abiding 
citizen and committed no offense. 

Judge Owen telephoned to New- 
burg and was told that Foulks for- 
merly lived there, but had sold his 
farm and had moved to S|>ott8ville, 
Ky. The judge was unable to get 
telephone communicatfons with 
Spoitsville Saturday evening and or- 
dered the old man in the custody of 
Jailer Calhoun, who will feed and 

take care of him until his relatives 
$ 

can be located. 

It is the opinion of Dr. Glahn that 
the old man wandered away from his 
home while temporarily unbalanced, 
probably caused by the extreme heal 
of the past week and, being in a 
strange land, unable to speak the 
language had nearly starved which 
added to his mental derangement. — 
iOwensboro Messenger.

The Government on Wednesday of 
last week filed In the United States 
Circuit Court In the city of New York 
a petition against the American To- 
bacco (Company, the Imperial Tobac- 
co Company, the Brltlsh-American 
Tobacco Company, the American Snuff 
Company, the American Cigar Com- 
pany, the American Storgie Company 
pany, the American Stognie Company 
the Corley Foil Company and fifty- 
six other corporations and twenty- 
nine individuals connected with the 
named companies. 

These companies and individuals 
constitute what is generally known as 
the "tobacco trust’,’ and the petition 
directed against them sets forth the 
purpose of the Government to dsisolve 
this trust by breaking up the agree- 
ments under which the consolidated 
concerns are working. In showing the 
growth of the "trust” since its or- 
ganisation In 1890, the conclusion Is 
reached that at an early day, unless 
prevented It would completely mono- 
polise the entire tobacco industry. 

That all of the defendants are en- 
gaged In interestate and foreign trade 
and .L commerce in h'te tobacco and 
products manufactured thereform is 
alleged by the petition. It is sUted 
that the act of July 2, 1890, ‘to pro- 
tect trade and commerce” and sub- 
sequent acts, have been violated and 
the Government therefore seeks to 
prevent and reetrain the unlawful ex- 
isting speements, combinations and 
conspiracies and attempts to mono- 
polise, and break up perfected mono- 
polies. 

* Tbe Government asks that the ex- 
isting combinations, conspiracies and 
monopolies be enjoined, and that each 
of the defendant companies be re- 
strained from holding or controlling 
stock in any other. It is asked furth- 
er that the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany be enjoined from doing business 
within the Jurisdiction of the United 
Sutes until it shall have ceased to 
observe the terms of Us agreement 
with American companies; that cer- 
tain of the defendants be declared

.ludgruent of the Clark Circuit Court 
awarding Mrs. Abrelia Marcum widow j 
of James B. Marcum, woo w as assass-

Wbat Judge Toney Thinks of 
Kentncky Politics. 

Judge Sterling H. Toney, former 
Judge of the Chancery Court of Jeffer 
con county, has the following to suy 
Id the Denver Post of political condi- 
tions in Louisville. 

“1 would as soon steal a H^-publi- 
can's pocketbook as sleal his office 
one is as crlniinal ss the other, 1 am 
a Kentucky Democrut, but the D«*nio- 
cratic machine in that State is as cor- 
rupt as the Ihmocratic machine in 
this State or any other State. That 
machine and all other machines of 
all political jjarties should be put out 
of bu8ines.«. 

“1 am glad to see that Denver coun- 
ty has purchased voting machines. 
That will help do away with the other 
machines. Any man who wants to 
run for office can do so without hav- 
ing to pull his hat off to boss. He 
can run his merits, and those nia-^ 
chines will count tne voles he gets.” 

These statements were uttered this 
morning by Sterling H. Toney when 
he was speaking of the recent decis- 
ion by the Kentucky Court of Api>eals 
In the Louisville election cases. 

“As you will remember there was 
an election in the county and city of 
Louisville November 7, 190u. The Re- 
publicans were fairly and honestly 
elected, but the Democratic machine 
counted In the Democratic candidates, 
giving them majorities ranging from 
3,000 to 5,000 votes. The Republicans 
contested the election and that con- 
test has Just been settled, after near- 
ly two years. 

“A Democratic Court of Api>ealB, 
mind you rendered a decision oust- 
ing the Democrats. The offlcea are 
now vacant and will be filled by ap- 
pointment, some by Governor, others 
by the County Judge and Mayor.” 

Mr. Toney then went over the opin- 
ion of tbe higher court and epitomized 
a few of the reasons for tbe decision, 
as follows: 

“Illegal registration; Democratic 
clerks steal and destroy ballots; raid 
polls and burns ballots; police raid 
polls and arrest Republican officers;

No man who will look carefully in- 
to tbe work of the army or of the na- 
vy can fail to realize that a carer in 
either branch of our military service 
in one to which any man may give 
himself with the fullest divotion aud 
with the highest ideals. Americans, 
as a rule, know liille about the act- 
ual work of either of these services 
and few realize that when a man en- 
ters the service of the army or of 
the navy, whether as an officer or as 
an enlisted man, he enters a great 
school, a school in which is taught 
uot only the discipline of self-re- 
straint, of cleanliness, of devoeion to 
duty, but in which are taught also 
the elements of an education. An 
enlisted man wno enters a regment 
of tl'e army, barely able to read or 
write comes out, if he be a man of 
ambition and industry, at the end of 
three years, in possession of the fun- 
damentals of an education. His offi- 
cer stands to bim not only in the re- 
lation of military director, but in 
the relation also of a teacher and of a 
friend. There is no career open to an 
.American boy, unless it may be that 
of a teacher, which offers a larger op- 
portunity than that of tbe army or 
navy officer to minister to tbe ser- 
vice of men.— H. 8. Pritchett, in uJly 
Atlantic.

Our roetlsRl of cuKure to as fullnwa: 
We sow the see<l In drill, the some as 
for cabbage, about June Ifi. When 
plants are large enough to tran^lant, 
we pull them and plunge the roofs hi 
water, pa<'k to crates and take to tbs 
field. If tt la a very dry spell, we uae 
transplanting machines- If the weath- 
er to favorable, we iis«> dibhera, setting 
tlie plants eighteen Inches In the row, 
with rows three feet a|Mrt The land 
must he In a good state of cultivation, 
as sprouts are gross feeders. Use 
plenty of fertlllxer. Thortsigh cultiva- 
tion Is one of the great secrets of suc- 
cess to this crop and will apply to any 
other crop. After the crop Inis ma- 
ture we out the plants off }ust above 
the ground with a corn Ime, haul them 
to some convank-nt place near the 
packing bouse and stack them in wind- 
rows about a rod wide and any desired 
length. These wliidrews are then cov- 
ered with Boine kind of litter to protect 
from wind and cold. ITien liegins the 
winter’s work of picking. Spnnits are 
now shipped In quart cups, the aame 
as strawberries, thirty-two, ^irty-elght 
and sixty quart crates l>eliig used to 
ship them In. They are picked by the 
quart, pickers receiving 2 («ents |ier 
quart. This Is done by cutting the 
sprout from the stump with a small, 
sharp knife and all the (Niter leaves 
trimmed off, leaving a miniature ral>- 
tiage which la tender and dellciooa. 
The .vteld varies according to condi- 
tions. On lUghly cultivated land 4.000 
quarts is often gathered, and from that 
down tn 2,000 Is considered a profita- 
Me yield. .

The Way the Potent Drug Affeets the ; 

Unfortunate Animal, ’ 

“No one la likely to be caught in the 
act of doping a borse,” said a promi- 
nent veterinarian the other day, “be- 
cause the dose given Is so small that it 
can be ndmlniatered under the very ,j 
eyes of the otflclals, with little If any j 
danger of detection, and, besides. It la 
given so long before the race that the I 
horses are not then likely to be under 
surveillance. If a horse Is to race at ; 
8 o’clock he gets a two grain powder 
on bis tongue in a darkened atall at 1 
o’clock. The drug takes effect In aboat 
thirty minutes, and the animal breaks 
out Into a sweat Re la rubbed down, 
cooled out and done up aa If he had 
come in from morning work. Every 
effort is made to keep him quiet nntll 
post time, but he very ofteu breaks out 
agalu aud is again cooled out. The 
doped horse never takes any wanning 
up work, and this fact affords the best 
means I know of for finding him out 
He la moved slowly to the starting 
point great care being taken to pre- 
vent him from becoming exoited until 
the flag la dropped. Then a kick and 
a dig do the work, and In an instant 
the full force of the dope is felt stimu- 
lating the animal to run the race of bla 
life. 

“After the #ice an antidote is usual- 
ly given, but It is sometimes well along 
In the night before the excited horse 
regains his normal condition. The 
strain on the uer\ ous system is terrifla 
Kor this reason do|te horses have abort 
careers, as a rule, and are of little 
value for breeding purposes.”— Kansas 
City Independent.

A Simpla Rifla Targtt and tha Way to 
Practica. 

The first moving target that I would 
rocommeud la ouu that Is aimpliclty it- 
self aud yet, with the aa.siatauce of a 
gentle sloping hill and a friend to take 
turns with you, will be of great value 
and lieneflt. One of the moat succeaa- 
ful deer biinters I know trained this 
way, and you will reuillly aee the good 
points of this practice on trial of It 
Secure half a dusen tiarrel beads for 
your partner. Have him take a posi- 
tion at the top of the hill and roil these 
heads down the sloi)e diagonally. At 
first It will be ls».st to select a fairly 
smooth slo|>e and liave the targets roll- 
ed down at a iiiedlum rate At fifty 
to seventy-five yards take your posi- 
tion. according to your gun and am- 
munition. If It Is a 22. a somewhat 
smaller target might be used at a little 
shorter distance. At your signal one 
of these targets Is started on Its jour- 
neys. As It starts bring the cun to 
the shoulder, taking' aim and swinging 
with the moving obJe< t. Always aim 
to hit the center of the ol>Ject. You 
will find that the eye naturally seeks 
the center, just ns It Is nature for one 
to see the front sight through the cen- 
ter of the peep. I»o not attempt to 
hold your gun at a point the target 
will pass and try to pull the trigger 
while It imsses, hut pull when the aim 
has N*en seciirwl, just as when firing 
al a stationary object.— Outer’s Book
